‘Logic leads one to.assume that 
the Wu-Han administrators were 
not comfortable at Hankow, in’ 
the interior of the country and 
several hundreds of miles ‘from 


the sea, Otherwise they would | 


not have gone voluntarily to Nan- 
king—and ‘gone so readily. The 
inducement was-the probability of 
being at the head of a united Na- 
tionalist Government and the fact 
tha. General Chiang © Kai-shek, 
whom they accused of being an 
autocrat, is out of the picture at 
the moment. 

With the acknowledged. object 
of assisting their colleagues 
against the Northern army, the 
Wu-Han generals sent their forces | 

down the Yangtsze River, there- 
by encroaching on territory held, 
.by Nanking generals. Danger to 
Nanking and tg Shanghai .has 
been averted but still the Wu- 
Han soldiers keep moving down 
the Yangtsze. Their proximity to 
Nanking—-a matter of Jess than 
ahundred miles—is not desired, 
They have been told so by the 
Nanking chieftains but the Wu- 
Han hordes have not called a halt. 


Terms Named First. 

While some of the Wu-Han poli- 
liclans are trying to arrive at a 
basis of understanding with the 
Nanking principals, the Wu-Han 
generals , make ‘certain stipula- 
_ tions, Reuter cabled ‘yesterday 
that these generals (probably in- 
dicating Tang Seng-chi; Ching 
Chien, Chu Pej-teh and others 
who resented General Chiang Kai- 
shek's monopoly of command) 
were demanding the portfolios of 
Finance, Foreign’. Affairs ‘and 
Communications in the new, pro- 
jected government. i oe

History Repeated. 

History has already been re- 
peated, About seventy years ago, 
a-Southern rebel led a movement 
against the Manchu dynasty and 
established himself as emperor 
with a-court at Nanking. Accord- 
ing to tradition, a soothsayer pre- 
dicted hundreds of years ago that 
the Southerners would never 
reach beyond the Yellow River, 
which is roughly two-thirds of the 
way from the Yangtsze to Peking, 

General Chiang ‘Kai-shek ad- 
vanced perilously close to. Peking 
but his star waned when'he ap- 
proached the Yellow. River. The

Most of the bar shipments went 
to the mints for coinage purposes, 
and represent the needs: of com- 
merce indirectly. Most of the 
sycee and all the dollar shipments 
went to.thelr various destinations 
to finance trade as required, a large 
proportion of the dollara being used 
to pay for silk, cotton, seeds and 
other commodities intended for ‘ex-| 
Port abroad.. And as a large pro- 
portion of all three classes of ship- 
ments constituted withdrawals 
from the vaults of the British 
banks, both the relation of those 
institutions to the economic life of 
China and the extent to which the 
Nationalists at Nanking are inter- 
fering with trade become at once 
apparent. : 

Banks and Currency. . 

The banks are, ‘called exchange 
banks, and'their primary function 
is to enable China, a silver;using 


countries the majority .of which 
use. gold a3 a medium of exchange. 
The circumstances: .in which the 
British institutions perform this 
function, however, place them (as 
the figures given above illustrate) 
in a’ pecullar and highly responsi- 
ble position in relation to the coun- 
try’a monetary needs, which were 
thus described in 1919 by the late 
G. Stephen, manager of the 
Hong Kong ‘and Shanghai Bank at 
Shanghai, - 

“Until a mint is. provided in 
which the foreign banks have con- 
fidence these: banks cannot possibly 
to 


recklessly that thia form of cur- 
.rency is entirely discredited. Each 
provincial mint has been a law unto 
itself and has coined enormous 
quantities of sub-silver-and copper 
coins: of various weights and fine- 
ness; in fact, those in charge of the 
mints have undoubtedly used their 
position for the purpose of making 
money for themselyes. The result 
fs, naturally, that the subsidiary 
coinage of China does not command 
the confidence of the, meanest 
coolfe, and, the vartations of its 
weight and fineness provides a liv- 
‘ing for, it is safd, 2,000 exchange 
shops in Shanghai alone.” 

As a hopeful indication in this 
picture of disorder,, Mr. Stephen 
described the way in which dollars 
minted by the Nanking Mint were 
circulating all over. northern China 
and penetrating. into Manchuria and 
Mongolia, but he. was not ablé- to 
describe them as‘ being ‘more than 
“fairly reliable,” and at the confer-

An extremely important element 
in this reliability, which the for- 
eign banks help to maintain, is the 
honesty) of Shanghai sycee. 
Sycee, a8 explained above, 
is the term given to silver 
in ingot form, the form differ 
ing in different parts of thé coun- 
try. In Shanghai ingots are in the 
shape of shoes, weighing close on 
60 taels, each ‘tael containing 
524.93° grains of fine silver. The 
production of a shoe is the result 
of a highly. skilled operation per- 
formed in. what to the onlooker 
seems a very rudimentary manner, 
under the. supervision of an institu- 
tion known as the Kung Ku Chu, a 
public office, but free from Govern- 
ment control, at which anybody in 
possession of. sycee can have its 
fineness tested and guaranteed at 
the cost of two tael cents a shoe. 
Syeee . bearing this . inatitution’s 
“chop” and stated by it to be silver 
of a certain fineness, contains pre- 
cisely that amount of silver, no 
more and no less, The Kung Ku

Eventually a Danish prince, 
George I., ascended the throne, and 
for 60 years he governed the coun- 
try with sagacity. In 1913, 
George quietly announced his in- 
tention of abdicating in favour of 
his son. ae :

- The end came fn June, 1917, when 
he, his wife and the Crown Prince 
were quietly placed aboard a British 
deatroyer and. shipped to more 
peaceful regions, ‘ 

He was succeeded by his younger 
son ‘Alexandros, a ‘mere youth. 
In October, 1920, Alexandros was 
bitten by: a pet monkey, and died 
as.a result, ; 

Tino, thereupon attempted a 
“come-back,” but, unlike Dempaey, 
he was not capable of sustaining 
it. He relgned from December, 
1920,, till September, 1922, when 
again he was: forced to leave his 
country for ‘his country's good. 
He died in exile the following yearn.

The Deutsche Bank has ar- 
ranged with Messrs.-Dillon Reed, 
New York, a five year loan of 
$25,000,000 for the essistance of 
various industries.—Reuter.

Up to the end of last year Ger- 
many had borrowed. nearly 
£200,000,000 abroad, a large pro- 
portion of which has been used to 
develop German trade and indus- 
try. Up to the present the result 
has been Irss encouraging ‘than 
might have been expected. A 
large-deficit in the foreign trade 
balance ‘is disquieting, but, as the 
Agent-General for Reparations 
pointed out in June, in the six 
months ending April 80 the deficit 
amounted to almost the entire

Figures for the first six months 
of the year show that it is not yet 
clear whether German industry 
has re-established itself on a com- 
petitive basis.

The ease with which foreign 
money-has been obtained seems to 
have created a spirit of extra- 
vagance, : 

“The problem of stemming the 
tide of Government expenditure 
has become - acute,” says the 
Agent-General in his last report.

cities which have already received 
foreign loans or which expect to 
receive them. ; ee aoe 

Here in Berlin'the Prussian 
Government has spent gigantic 
sums on the rebuilding of the 
opera house, as if money were of 
no consequence, : although the 
capital of Prussia has had to bor- 
row money abroad. 

In the circumstances, it is not 
surprising that there are those 
who regard with . disapproval, if 
not alarm, the contracting of new 
loans with the obligations which 
they represent. :
